WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—() 
President Roosevelt was forced to 
return to his bed tonight after a 
busy round of conferences, His 
physician found a recurrence of the 
slight fever that has bothered him 
this week. | 

Lieutenant Commander McIntire, 
the naval physician, expressed no 
concern over the temperature but 
thought it was best for the presi- 
dent to rest. 

Meanwhile no definite engage- 
ments were made for tomorrow in 
the hope that Mr. Roosevelt would 
keep his bed for another day of 
rest.

$3,000,000,000 in the hands of federal 
and state agencies for public works 
by January 1, Colonel H. M. Waite, 


deputy administrator for the works 
program, said here Wednesday Geor- 
gia is in a “serious situation” in her 
efforts to obtain funds under the bill. 

Colonel Waite, who was here for a 
conference with advisory boards of the 
ninth region, said he did not know 
how loans could be made to this and 
other states where constitutional pro- 


visions prevent the state from berrow- 
ing money. 

The governor and other state offi- 
cials can not borrow funds under the 
onstitution and political subdivisions 
are limited in the amounts they can 
borrow. Most of the counties and 
cities already have reached their limit. 

Colonel Waite said that counties 
and cities like Fulton and Atlanta, 
which have not reached the limit of 
their bonded indebtedness, must give 
to the government something more 
than a good faith pledge to repay 
the loans. The government advances 
the money on the basis of giving 30 
per cent as an outright gift and the 
remaining 70 per cent as a loan to 
be repaid. The government must be 
secured by more than a moral obli- 
gation, and it will be necessary to 
issue bonds to get the government 
money, Colonel Waite said. 

No “Way Out” Found. 

Describing the situation as “seri- 
mus,’ Colonel Waite said federal of- 
ficials had not been able te find a 
vay to circumvent the state laws. | 

He said a leasing plan, providing | 
or the federal government to con-| 
itruct the projects and lease them to 
he state, had been discarded as be- | 
ing illegal. |

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The Unit- 
ed States, it was reliably indicated 
here tonight, will recognize the so- 
viet union before congress convenes 
in January. 

Although such de jure recognition 
is an administrative act, President 
Roosevelt was represented by a con- 
sultant on foreign affairs as wish- 
ing to dispose of this much-contro- 
verted matter at a time when he was 
assured freedom of action without 
any outcry from a possible anti-so- 
viet bloe in congress. 

Further evidence of the possibility 
of the recognition of soviet Russia 
was given in an announcement at 
Washington, which revealed’ that 
Henry Morgenthau Jr., governor of 
the farm credit administration, has 
been designated by President Roose- 
velt to direct Russian trade negotia- 
tions. 

For several weeks Jesse H. Jones, 
chairman of the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration, and other officials -have 
been dickering with the representa- 
tives of Amtorg, the official soviet 
commercial agency in New York, for 
a transaction by which Russia would 
buy 500,000 bales of cotton and other 
products. 

Morgenthau has been informed of 
the progress made and it was known 
that the soviet would buy 1,000,000 
bales of cotton and a vast quantity of 


¢ter and meat products, if satisfactory 
credits can be obtained. If agreeable 
terms can be arranged, Russia is look- 
el upon as a market for 2,000,000 
bales of cotton.

High School Students Plan 
‘Protest March’ on City Hall 


Views of high school boys and-girls 
regarding longer work days “while 
working people are getting shorter 
hours’ will be laid before the city 
fathers at city hall Friday if plans 
for a protest parade materialize. 

Indignation that arose a few days 
ago because school hours were 
lengthened one hour reached a semi- 
climax Wednesday with the. forma- 
tion of a parade at Tech High school. 
Ringleaders enlisted several Boys’ 
High students, but the parade dwin- 
dled after two blocks of marching and 
the goal of the city hall was never 
reached. 

Students at the two schools said 
that the failure of the students tak- 
ing military work at the institutions 
defeated their. purpose and that a pa- 
rade would be ee Friday, at 
which time the R. O. C. students 
will be out of uniform "aaa therefore 
unable to be identified. 

They pointed out that in case of a 
“strike” against longer hours the boys 
under military rules would be subject 
to dishonorable discharge. 

Bands to Lead Parade. 

Plans already formulated call for 
the bands of the two schools to lead 
the protest parade to city hall. 

Agitation over the movement came 


after the board of education set a 
rule allowing schools to remain open 
from 8:30 o'clock in the morning to 
3:10 instead of 2:10. as in the past. 
Reasons offered were that no home 
work would be necessary with an 
added hour. 


In a statement issued Wednesday. 
N. W. Baird, president of the board 
of education, said it had come to his 
notice that “just a few teachers had 
sought to defeat the plan of doing 
away with home work by continuing 
to give the same amount of work as 
formerly.” He added that he was 
“hoping this was more facetious than 
malicious.” 


Students at both Tech High and 
Boys’ High said that the lengthening 
of the school day had not eliminated 
home work and that instructors con- 
tinued to assign as much work as for- 
merly. 

Disapproval Registered. 

Indignation of the students took the 
form which was reminiscent of Eu- 
ropean countries where students take 
a hand in governmental affairs. 
Speeches were made, auto horns were 
sounded and general disapproval was 
registered.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—To in-

»roblem facing both Washington and 
aris—but with a big difference. 

_ Premier Daladier finds himself pub- 
licly damned if he does. ent 
Roosevelt finds himself damned—in 
some quarters—if he doesn’t. 

_For the French government infla- 
tion would be an easy way out of a 
critical fiscal situation. French pub- 
lic opinion, however, is so bitterly op- 
posed to it that the present govern- 
ment would undoubtedly fall if it tried 
such a step, unless it convinced the 
public there was no alternative. 

In Washington the problem is more 
one of degree of action: The admin- 
istration has launched a plan of 
credit inflation, and has let the dol- 
lar decline in relation to gold cur-

Why these sharply opposing reac- 
tions to inflation? Economists ex- 
plain it thus: 

France is a cash country. The use 
of credit and bank checks is relatively 
undeveloped. The thrifty French tra- 
ditionally have been hoarders, once 
gold and silver, but now through sav- 
ings accounts and bonds. 

Indebtedness is low, both as result 
of extremely conservative handling of 
credit and because of the 80 per cent 
post-war inflation of French cur- 
rency. That inflation, while wiping 
out much of the internal debt of fhe 
country, also provided a terrifying 
experience. Frenchmen saw 80 per 
cent of their savings wiped out. They 
are determined that there shall be no 
further inflation. 


The United States, on the other 
hand, has had no experience with 
monetary inflation in more than_half 
a century. It uses little cash” and 
much credit. In boom times the pub- 
lic in general went heavily into debt 
While savings rose to record-breaking 
levels, the great wealth of the coun- 
try was poured into — property. 
Through reduction in the value of 
the dollar, it is argued, property 
values may be restored, and the bur- 
den of debts lightened. 

Financial and political analysts 
point out that there are obvious rea- 
sons why Washington does not want 
to see inflation get out of hand. The 
NRA is based on control of prices, 
and too rapid inflation would make 
control all but impossible.

COTTON RELIEF IMPERATIVE. 
There is, of course, no way of 
definitely knowing whether or not 
currency inflation is the best 
method to bring relief to the dis- 
tressed cotton producers of the 
south, but certainly some relief is 
necessary in view of the fact that 
cotton, considering the depreciated 
value of the dollar today, is worth 
less than it was a year ago, 
Reasonable and carefully safe- 
guarded inflation would undoubted-

ly prove a partial remedy. 

The administration, while favor- 
able to inflation, is apparently de- 
sirous of postponing this step un- 
til the middle of October, or per- 
haps later during the fail, 

There are other methods than 
inflation to raise the price of raw 
cotton and stimulate the buying of 
cotton textiles—chief among which 
is the abandonment of the proc- 
essing tax, which, intended to bene- 
fit the farmer, has made him the 
goat of the long continued depres- 
sion. 

The textile mills, required under 
this tax to pay $21 to the govern- 
ment every time they open a bale 
for the manufacture of their prod- 
ucts are faced by a marked decrease 
in sales. No tax has been placed 
on competing materials, and under 
the uncertainty of existing condi- 
tions, they have naturally stopped 
buying cotton.

they were operating on full time, | 


and their discontinuance of cotton 
purchases has the price 
down so that the farmer is paying 
the tax devised for his benefit. 
The slump in the price of raw 
cotton and the falling off in the 
textile trade is directly attributable 
to the fact that the processing tax 
has had just the opposite effect 
from that for which it was created.

The fire which threatened the 
county almshouse Monday morning 
is a warning of the danger of a 
tragic holocaust which will be pres- 
ent so long as the indigent aged 
and infirm are housed in the pres- 
ent fire-trap buildings. 

The majority of the more than 
200 inmates of Haven Home, the 
name by which the county alms- 
house is known, are practically 
helpless, because of old age or 
physical infirmities, to aid them- 
selves in time of emergency. If a 
serious fire should occur a large 
number would be certain fo meet 
death in the flames. 

The present buildings, are 
only inadequate to care for 
number of dependent men and 
women for whom the county has 
to care, but it is literally a fire trap. 
Had the fire of Monday morning 
started in the main part of the 
building, instead of the rear wing, 
the structure would, in all prob- 
ability, been wrapped in flames be- 
fore fire engines could have reached 
the scene. 

A movement is now on foot to 
erect a modern, fireproof brick 
building to care for these unfortu- 
nate men and women who have 
come to old age with no one to 
care for them. Every effort should

ANOTHER WARM. WINTER. 


There is little probability that 
the trend towards warmer winters 
which the United States has experi- 
enced for nearly a tlird of a cen- 
tury will be broken during the ap- 
proaching cold months, according 
to J. B. Kincer, chief of the cli- 
mate division of the United States 
weather bureau. 


According to this governmental 
expert, the world is still in the 
crest of a warm cycle—one of those 
periods of increasing or decreasing 
intensity of cold during the winter 
months, the cause of which 1s still 
somewhat of a mystery. 


During the Civil War the country 
passed through a period of un- 
usually bitter winters. Another such 
period came around the turn of the 
century and since that time we have 
experienced an  unprecedentedly 
long era in which the winters be- 
gan increasingly mild. The. only 
exception was the winter of 1917- 
18, which, by some freak of the 
elements, was extremely bitter. 


There is, according to Mr. Kin- 
icer, the possibility of another such 
‘“‘maverick’’ cold winter ahead of 
us, but all the signs are to the con- 
trary. It is probable that the re- 
turn to the period of rigid winters 
will be as gradual as has been the 
progress towards the warm winters 
of the past decade.

Demand for Cash Bonus 


Will Be Shelved in 


Drive To Restore Cuts, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(#)— 
A survey of the plans and activities 
of veterans’ organizations today indi- 
cated America’s ex-service men have 
dropped for the present their cash 
bonus demands and will concentrate 
at the next congress on restoration 
of cuts under the economy act. 

As the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
issued a call for veterans’ organiza- 
tions to unite in a drive for repeal of 
the economy law, a study of resolu- 
tions adopted by American Legion 
state conventions preliminary to the 
national conclave at Chicago two 
weeks hence disclosed a similar ob- 
jective. 

The action of the state conventions 
is usually indicative of the course of 
the proceedings at the national con- 
vention of the Legion. 

Only Five for Bonus. 

An almost complete review of the 
actions of the state conventions dis- 
closed that only five voted for cash 
payment of the bonus, which was fa- 
vored by a nine-to-one vote at last 
year’s national convention. 

dozen of the state assemblies 
have favored the four-point program 
advanced by the Legion’s national re- 
habilitation committee and nearly all 
have voted for it with slight changes. 

This program—in contrast with the 
plans of other veterans’ organizations 
~—does not propose repeal of the econ- 
omy act, but centers on restoration of 
full benefits to service-connected cases 
and liberal medical facilities, 

American Legion officials said to- 
day their organization would “fly its 
own flag” and indicated it would not 
join with other organizations in fight- 
ing for blanket repeal of the economy 
awe 

Decision in Chicago, 

The final decision on this, however, 
they said, would be made at the Chi- 
cago convention, October 2 to 5, and 
would be carried out by the new na- 
tional commander to be selected at 
that meeting. 

Legion officials said they expected 
one of the biggest disputes at Chicago 
would be the contest within the or- 
ganization to place it back of the 
more liberal programs advericed by 
the other service groups, 

The call for united actica toward 
repeal of the economy law went out 
from James E. Van Zandt, commander 
in chief of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, to heads of other veterans’ 
organizations, inviting them to a con- 
ference here October 16. 

“The economy act,” he said, “was 
enacted by the seventy-third congress 
during a period of hysteria—when 
that body and the nation as a whole 
was swayed by a fear of economic 
chaos. With one sweep, enemies of 
veteran welfare destroyed legislation 
that was enacted during the past 15 
‘years only after due deliberation and 
consideration of the problems in- 
volved.” 

Legion officials said their program 
would retain some of the savings un- 
der the economy act, pointing out it 
contained no request for restoration 
of benefits to veterans with non-serv- 
ice-connected disabilities.

Less Balance. 


“While it does not necessarily fol- 
low, there is danger that optimism, 
price fixing and inflation will all of 
them tend to increase, rather than 
reduce, the lack of balance resulting 
from our credit position, our high 
tariffs, our surplus acres and our ex- 
cess stocks, 

“Waving wands will not dissipate 
real economic problems. The farm 
prices which have improved this year 
are those for which reductions of sup- 
ply are present or prospective—grains,

“Price pegging may have its uses, 
but resort to price fixing without cop- 
trol of supply is fraught with danger.” 

The crop reduction program, marked 
by the slaughter of pigs and the de- 
struction of cotton, promised higher 
farm prices “within a few months or 
perhaps even a few weeks.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20—(AP)—, 


The following is the full text of 
the retail trade code, as revised and 
submitted to NRA Administrator 
Hugh S. Johnson for final study: 
To effectuate the policy of Title 
I of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act the following provisions 
are established as a code of fair 
competition for the retail trade. 
ARTICLE I. 
APPLICATION OF CODE. 
Section 1—Application of Code. 
The provisions of this code shall 
apply to all retailers engaged in the 
retail trade as hereinafter defined. 
The provisions of schedule annexed 
hereto and of such other schedules 
as may subsequently be approved and 
annexed hereto shall apply only to 
those retailers that are specifically 
included within the provisions of 
such schedules. 
Section 2—Request for Separate Code. 
Any division of the retail trade 
which has not participated in the 
formation or establishment of this 
code may make application to the 
administrator to operate under a 
separate code of fair competition. 
The administrator shall determine 
whether such division of the retail 
trade shall operate under this code 
or under a separate code and may, 
if justice requires, stay the applica- 
tion of this code to such division 
pending his decision or pending the 
approval by the president of the 
United States of a code of fair com- 
petition for such division. 
ARTICLE Ii. 
DEFINITIONS. 


Section 1—Retail Trade. 

The term “retail trade” as used 
herein shall mean all selling of mer- 
chandise to the consumer and not for 
purposes of resale, in the continental] 
United States, provided, however, 
that it shall not include the selling 
at retail of milk and its products, 
tobacco and its products, and foods 
and foodstuffs, and provided further 
that it shall not inelude any division 
of retail selling which is now or may 
hereafter be governed by a separate 
code of fair competition approved by 
the president of the United States. 

Section 2—RKetailer. 

The term “retailer” as used herein 
shall mean any individual or organi- 
zation engaged in the retail trade. 

Section 3—Establishment. 

The term “establishment” as used 
herein shall mean any store, shop, 
stand or place of retail business. 

Section 4—Certain Classes of 

Establishments Defined. 

The provisions of this code shall 
specifically apply to, but shall not 
be limited in their application to, 
the following retail establishments, 
slassifred according to their princi- 
pal commodities and popular desig- 
nations: 3 

(a) Department stores, meaning 
those dealing in a wide variety of 
merchandise ugually including, but 
not limited to, men’s, women’s and 
children’s outer and under apparel; 
footwear, millinery, and dress ac- 
cessories; dress materials, trimmings 
and supplies; linens and domestics ; 
jewelry and silverware, furniture and 
home furnishings; hardware, luggage 
and traveling equipment; books and 
stationery; toys; drugs; and gen- 
erally all of the lines mentioned in 
the other paragraphs of this section. 

(b) Furniture stores, meaning 
those dealing mdinly in furniture; 
carpets, rugs, linoleums and other 
floor coverings; curtains and dra- 
peries; beds, bedding and bed cov- 
erings; table linenes; stoves; re- 
frigerators: radio sets; china, glass- 
ware and lamps; silverware, kitchen 
utensils; pictures and/or kindred

(f) Mail order houses, meaning | 
those whose business is transacted 
mainly by mail and/or those which | 
also operate department or special: | 
ized stores in addition to their mail | 
erder business. 

(g) Men’s clothing and furnishing | 
stores, meaning those dealing mainly | 
iv ready-made clothing and furnish- | 
ings; shoes and hats; and/or kin- | 
dred lines for men and boys. 

(h) Music stores, meaning those 
dealing mainly in pianos, musical in- | 
struments and accessories; sheet) 
music; phonographs and radios; | 
and/or kindred lines. | 

(i) Shoe stores, meaning those | 
dealing mainly in shoes and other | 
footwear for men, women and/or) 
children: hosiery; finished; and/or | 
kindred lines. | 

{j) Women's specialty shops, | 
meaning those dealing mainiy in) 
women’s and misses’ apparel, milli-| 
nery, underwear, shoes, hosiery, dress | 
accessories, toilet goods, and/or kin- | 
dred lines. 

Section 5—Definitions of Personnel. 

(a) Executive. The term “execu- 
tive” as used herein shall mean an 
employe responsible for the manage- 
ment of a business or a recognized 
subdivision thereof.

“professional person” as used here- 
in shall mean lawyers, doctors, 
purses, research, technicians, adver- 
tising specialists and other persons 
engaged in occupations requiring a 
special discipline and attainments. 

(c) Outside salesman. The term 
“outside salesman” as used herein 
shall mean a salesman who is en- 
gaged not less than sixty (60) per 
cent of his working hours outside

(d) Outside collector. The term) 
“outside collector” as used herein |

per week and provided further that 
no employe shall be paid less than

No retailer shall purchase, sell or 
exchange any merchandise manufac- 
tured under a code of fair competi- 
tion which requires such merchandise 
to bear an NRA label, unless said 
merchandise bears such label. Any 
retailer rightfully possessing the 
Blue Hagle insignia of the NRA who 
who has in stock or purchases simi- 
lar merchandise which has been 
manufactured before the effective 
date of the code of fair competition 
requiring such merchandise to bear 
an NRA label may attach thereto a 
Blue Eagle label, 

Section 3—Company Scrip. 

No retailer shall accept as pay- 
ment for merchandise any non-ne- 
gotiable scrip, company checks or 
other evidence of wage payment is- 
sued by any individuak or private, 
non-charitable organization in pay- 
ment of wages or as an advance 
upon unearned wages. A negotiable 
instrument issued by any individual 
or private, non-charitable organiza- 
tion in payment of wages shall be 
accepted only if it is payable in cash 
within one month of the date of is- 
sue.

The national retail economics 
board. shall consist of five (5) 
members appointed by the president 
of the United States or by the ad- 
ministrator. Such board shall ob- 
serve and study the economic effects 
and results of the various provisions 
of this code and shall report from 
time to time to the administrator. 

Section 5. Interpretations. 

The administrator may from time 
to time, after consultation with the 
national retail trade council, issue 
such administrative interpretations 
of the various provisions of this code 
as are necessary to effectuate its 
purposes, and such interpretations 
shall become operative as part of 
this code, 

Sections 6. Exceptions in Cases of 
Unusual or Undue Hardship. 
Where the operation of the. pro- 

visions of this code impose an un- 

usual or undue hardship upon any 
retailer or group of retailers such 
retailer or group of retailers may 
make application for relief to the 
administrator or to his duly author- 
ized agent, and the administrator 
or his agent may, after such public 
notice and hearing as he may deem 
necessary, grant such exception to 
or modification of the provisions of 
this code as may be required to ef- 
fectuate the purpose of the National 
Industrial Recovery A 


Membership in the rational retail 
associations represented upon the 
national retail trade council shall be 
open to all retailers of that division 
of the retail trade which said as- 
sociations respectively represent 
and said associations shall impose no 
inequitable restrictions upon admis- 
sion to membership therein. 

Section 2. 

The provisions of this code shall 
not be interpreted or applied to pro- 
mote monopolies or monopolistic 
practices or to eliminate or oppress 
small enterprises or to discriminate 
against them. 

Section 3. 

No retailer shall use any subter- 
fuge to frustrate the spirit and in- 
tent of this code, which is, among 
other things, to increase employment 
by universal covenant, to remove ob- 
structions to commerce, to shorten 
hours of work and to raise wages to 
a living basis. é 

Section 4. 

This code and all the provisions 
thereof are expressly made subject 
to the right of the president, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 10 (B) of Title I of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act, from 
time to time to cancel or modify any 
order, approval, license, rule or reg- 
ulation, issued under Title I of said 
act, , 

Section 5. 

By presenting this code the re- 
tailers as represented by their as- 
sociations do not consent to any 
modification thereof, except as pro- 
vided in Article X, Section 2 (D), 
without public notice and due oppor- 
tunity to be ‘heard. 


Section 6. 

Such of the provisions of this code 
as are not required to be included 
herein by the National Industrial 
Recovery Act may, with the ap- 
proval of the president, be modified 
or eliminated as changes in condi- 
tions or experience may indicate. It 
is rigors xs. oe that from time to 
time supplementary provisions to 
this code or additional codes will be 
submitted for the approval of the 
president te prevent unfair compe- 
titive practices and to effectuate the 
other purposes and policies of Title 
I of the National Recovery Act. 

Section 


7. 

This code shall continue in effect 
until June 16, 1935, or the earliest 
date prior thereto on which the pres- 
ident shall by proclamation, or the 
congress by joint resolution, 
declare that the emergency recogniz- 
ed by Section I of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act has ended, 
provided, howeyer, that if on or prior 
to June 16, 1935, the associations 
presenting this code sball request in 
writing that the same shall be con- 
tinued, then this code shall continue 
in effect until the expiration of time 
contained in such request r the 
earliest date prior thereto that the

APPLICABLE ONLY TO THE 
RETAIL DRUG TRADE AND 

TO CERTAIN OTHER RE- 

oe re SPECIFIED 

_In addition to the foregoing pro- 
visions of this code, the following 
supplemental provisions shall apply 
to the retail drug trade and to cer- 
tain other retailers in specified cases 
as noted herein. 

SECTION 1. 
Definitions. 

(Q) Retail drug trade. 

The term “retail drug trade” as 
used herein shall mean all selling to 
the consumer and not for purposes of 
resale of drugs, medicines, cosmetics, 
toilet preparations, drug sundries, 
and, or allied items in the continent- 
al United States. 

(2) Drug retailer. 

The term “drug retailer” as used 
herein shall mean any individual or 
organization engaged in the retail 
drug. trade. 

(3) Retail drug establishment. 

The term “retail drug establish- 
ment” as used herein shall mean any 
store or department of a store en- 
gaged in the retail drug trade. 

(R) Drug. 

The term “drug” as used herein 
shall mean all medicinal substances 
and preparations recogrized in the 
United States Pharmacopeai and 
National Formulary or any supple- 
ments thereto, and all substances 
and preparations intended for ex- 
ternal or internal use in the cure, 
mitigation, treatment, or prevention 
of disease in man or other animals, 
and all substances and - preparations, 
other than food (but including medic- 
inal or quasimedicinal preparations, 
such as those sold or produced pri- 
marily for their vitamin content), in- 
tended to affect the. structure or any 
function of the body of man or other 
animals. 

(5) Cosmetics and toilet prepara- 
tions. 

The term “cosmetics” and the term 
“toilet preparations” as used here- 
in shall mean “toilet articles” and 
perfumes, toilet waters, face powders, 
face creams, rouges, shaving creams, 
dentifrices, perfumes, soaps, and 
similar substances and preparations 
designed and intended for applica- 
tion to the person for the purpose of 
cleansing, improving the appearance 
of, refreshing or preserving the 
person. 

(6) Drug sundries. 

The term “drug sundries” as used 
herein shall mean such articles as 
are used in conjunction with but not 
included in “drugs,” “cosmetics,” or 
“toilet preparations.” 

(7) Registered pharmacist, assist- 
ant pharmacist, apprentice pharma- 
cist. 

The terms “registered pharmacist,” 
“assistant pharmacist” and “appren- 
tice pharmacist” as used herein shall 
have the meaning given to them unh- 
der the laws of the respective states 
of the United States and of Alaska. 

(8) Curb boys or girls, 

The term “curb boys or girls” as 
used herein shall mean employes en- 
gaged exclusively in serving curb cus- 
tomers. 


Store Hours and Hours of Labor. 

(1) Group D, for retail drug estab- 
lishments, 

In place of any of the schedules 
of store hours and hours of labor set 
forth in Article V, Section 1 abdve, 
retail drug establishments may elect 
to remain open for business seven (7) 
days a week for a total of eighty-four 
(84) hours or more per week, but on 
no day less than eight (8) hours; 
no employe of such _ establishment 
shall work more than fifty-six (56) 
hours per week, nor more than ten 
(10) hours per day, nor more than 
thirteen (13) days in any two con- 
secutive weeks, 

(2) Exception in case of pharma- 
cists. 

The maximum hours of labor pre- 
scribed in Article V above and in 
paragraph (1) of this section shall 
not apply to registered pharmaicsts, 
assistant pharmacists, and appren- 
tice pharmacists, employed and work- 
ing as such, who may work ten (10) 
per cent above the maximum hours 
otherwise applicable, or moére in cases 
of emergency. 


SECTION 3. 
Wages. 

(1) Basic rates for retail drug 
establishments electing to operate in 
Group D. 

No employe of a retail drug estab- 
lishment which has elected to oper- 
ate in Group D as set forth above, 
shall be pes for a fifty-six (56) 
hour work week less than at the 
rate of $16 per week in cities of 
over 500,000 population, or less than 
at the rate of $15 per week in cities 
of from 100,000 to 500,000 popula- 
tion, or less than at the rate of $14 
per week in*cities of from 25,000 to 
100,000 population. In cities, towns 
and villages of from 2,500 to 25,000 
population, the wages of all classes 
of employes of such establishments 
shall be iucreased from the rates 
existing on June 1, 1933, by not less 
than twenty (20) per cent, provided 
that this shall not require an in- 
crease in wages to more than the 
rate of $11 per week and provided 
further that no employe shall be 
paid less than at the rate of $10 
per week. In towns, villages and 
other places with less than 2,500 
population, the wages of all classes 
of employes of such establishments 
shall be increased from the rates ex- 
isting on June 1, 1933, by not less 
than_twenty (20) per cent, provided 
that®this shall not require an in- 
crease in wages to more than the rate 
of $10 per week. 

(2) Exception for establishments 
employing curb boys or girls. 

. The minimum wages prescribed in 
Article VI above and paragraph (1) | 
of this section shall not apply to’ 
curb boys or girls employed by re- 
tail drug establishments or by any 
other retail establishment when such 
employes. are paid upon a commis- 
sion basis. 

; SECTION 4. 

Limitation 


Provision, 

(1) Loss limitation provision. 

No retailer of division of the 
retail trade shall standard trade- 
marked drug products whose retail 
prices. are advertised to the public 
or indicated on the goods, their 
packages or containers, at a discount 
greater than twenty-one (21) per 
eent from such deciared retail prices. 
In case the retail sales of such 
goods are slow or unsatisfactory the 
retailer may give the manufacturer 
or wholesaler from whom such goods 


were purchased, if his address be

such merchandise at the wholesale 
delivered price, as defined in Article 
VIII, Section 1, above, less delivery 
cost. In the event the manufacturer 
or wholesaler fails or refuses to re- 
purchase such goods within five days 
after the retailer has sent such no- 
tice, such goods shall at the option 
of the retailer be classed and treated 
as clearance merchandise as pro- 
vided for in Article VIII, Section 
2 above. 

“Standard trade-marked drug prod- 
ucts” as used in this section means 
proprietary products of a medicinal 
or cosmetic nature, and related 
branded preparations or appliances 
used in the treatmeant or prevention 
of. disease, or for personal hygiene, 
and so trade-marked, trade named, 
branded, or advertised as those to he 
readily identified by the consumer. 

(2) Exceptions. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of 
the preceding paragraph, any. re- 
tailer may sell standard trade- 
marked drug products at less than 
the prices therein specified if any 
of the cases enumerated in Article 
VIII, Section 2 above. 

Drugs and-or drug sundries may 
be sold to physicians, nurses, dentists, 
veterinarians or hospitals at less 
than the prices specified in Article 
VIIT, Section 1 above and in para- 
graph (1) of this section. 


SECTION 5. 


Trade Practices. 

In addition to the trade practices 
set forth in Article IX above all drug 
retailers shall comply with the fo'- 
lowing: 

(A) No drug retailer shall substi- 
tute. another article or any part 
thereof for the kind ordered, with- 
out due notice to and consent of 
the customer. «. 

_(B) No drug retailer shall adver- 
tise to fill prescriptions at a uniform 
price irrespective of cost of ingre- 
dients or quantity prescribed. 

(C) No drug retailer shall permit 
any demonstrator or sales employe, 
whose salary is wholly or partially 
paid by a manufacturer or distrib- 
utor, to work*in his establishment 
unless such demonstrator or sales em- 
ploye is clearly and openly identified 
as the agent of such manufacturer or 
distributor.

RTO MURDERS 


Confession Claimed by 
Jersey Police to Nash- 
ville and New Orleans 
Crimes. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., Sept. 20.— 
(P)}—Louis K. Neu, 26, of Savannah, 
Ga.,. sought by Paterson police and 
the police of New Orleans for ques- 


arate slayings, was picked up by 
chance here today, and after lengthy 
questioning confessed, Captain Patrick 
Brady announced, to both slayings. 

Later Captain Brady said Neu 
had signed a written confession de- 
tailing how he killed Lawrence N. 
Shead, Paterson theater manager and 
native of Norman, Okla., and Shef- 
field Clark, wealthy Nashville, Tenn., 
businessman. 

Shead was found dead in his apart- 
ment Sunday, September 10. He had 
been beaten to death and robbed of all 
his clothing, money and a watch, His 
automobile was also missing. 

Clark met his end in a New Or- 

leans hotel on the Sunday night just 
past. 
Captain Brady told reporters Neu, 
whom Shead had introduced the day 
before his death as “a friend from the 
south,” was wearing a watch, identi- 
fied as having belonged to the theater 
manager. 

The car which he was driving when 
he was arrested belonged to Clark, 
Captain Brady said. 

Riding in the car were a girl who 
said she was Eunice Hott, 25, a New 
Orleans waitress, and Harold Parks, 
19, of Zion Hill, Pa. Neither was 
directly implicated in Neu’s alleged 
confessions, police said. 

Parks, Captain Brady said, was an 
enlisted man in the United States 
navy and had become one of the par- 
ty purely by chance. He was hitch- 
hiking on a road about 45 miles from 
Philadelphia today when Neu and 
mF Hott came along and gave him a 
ride, 

In his alleged confession Neu told 
Inspector Charles Wilson that he beat 
Clark to death with a blackjack. The 
weapon was still in his possession 
when he was picked up, and police 
photographed him holding it. 

He also carried, Captain Brady 
said, four suit cases containing cloth- 
ing belonging to Shead, and still had 
with him a pair of trousers he had 
worn and which allegedly bore blood 
stains. 

He told police he had abandoned 
the automobile he took from Shead 
in North Carolina. He said, Cap- 
tain Brady related, that he had taken 
$60 from Shead and $49 from Clark,

{Brother of Man Held in Un- 2 


named Jail Also Sought 
for Ax Murder. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Sept. 20. 
(P)}—An escaped negro convict is 
sought and his brother is held in an 
unnamed Georgia jail in connection 
with the -ax-slaying last June of 
Harry M. Peagler Jr., son of a Ho- 
merville (Ga.) turpentine operator, the 
authorities said today. 

Cornelius Cooper, who escaped from 
prison after conviction on charge of 
burglarizing Peagler’s home last 
spring, is the negro hunted as the 
result, police said. of admissions made 
by his brother, Leon. 


Leon Cooper was arrested nearly 
three months ago in Sanford, Fla.,, 
by L. M. Hiers, chief of the Way- 
cross county police, who trailed the 
negro from near young Peagler’s home 
at Brogaza, Ga., to Jacksonville and 
then to Sanford. The arrest was 
not made public then because of an 
effort to apprehend the brother. 

Articles taken at the time of the 
slaying were found in a Jacksonville 
house occupied. by the brothers and 
this spurred the officers in the hunt. 
per, after two weeks of inten- 
sive questioning, admitted the brother 
entered Peagler’s home, six miles 
south of Waycross, waited the re- 
turn of the white man from the 
woods, and then left the house carry- 
ing an armioad of clothing, jewelry 
and a number of guns. 

The negro said he remained away 

from the house, but left with his 
brother immediately on his return 
from Peagier’s house. 
_ The officers declined to reveal the 
jail in which Cooper is now con- 
fined other than to say it was “some- 
where in Georgia.” 

The negro was shot twice here in 
an attempt to escape. Police said he 
had recovered,

MOULTRIE, Ga., Sept. 20.—In an 
effort to bring about a clearer ap- 
preciation of the serious menace of 
the screw worm, which has been rav- 
aging live stock herds in a string of 
southwest Georgia counties for sev- 
eral weeks, Dr. W. Love, entomolo- 
gist, Savannah; Dr, W. B. White, of 
the state — of agriculture, 
and Dr. H. B. Raffensperger, of the 
zoological laboratory, Moultrie, are 
making a tour of this section of the 
state, carrying information as to how 
the pest can be controlled. 

They have already spoken to large 
crowds in 15 counties, but reports 
received here iridicate that only a 
relatively few farmers have been 
greatly aroused by the situation, 
which reports say means that the day 
of the range cow and hog will soon be 
over unless something drastic is done 
to eradicate the red-headed fly from 
which the screw worm springs.

| “**“Throughout the district the earth | 
opened: up. Lava poured from it. On 
the western boundary of our territory, 
which extended into eastern Colorado, 
a veritable sea of lava and molten 
metal poured into.the country drained 
by the Solomon, Saline, Smoky Hill 
and Arkansas rivers.

Hendron dropped the seventh note- 
book on the table. “You may recon- 
struct what followed, my friends, 
The hand-to-hand fight on the’ plane 
with a boatload of hunger-driven man-. 
iacs—a fight in which all three heroic 
members of the airplane company 
were hurt. We may imagine them at 
last beating back their assailants, and 
with their floundering ss taking ofi 
before a second boatload was upon 
them.

THE THRILL OF A LIFETIME. 

Some distant day grandchiidren, not 
mine, will crawl up in lap and 
after rubbing my bald and gaz- 
ing at my wrin visage and listen- 
ing to the melody of my creak 
‘joints will say in most disrespectfui 
fashion, “Old man, they say life has 
given you many thrills, tell us a bed- 
time story that you consider your 
greatest and please make it snappy.” 
And this is the story I will recount. 

Well, my chilcren, In September, 
1933, many, many years ago, there 
was a challenge contract bridge match 
between William Barrett and myseif 
on the one side and Henry Chanin 
and Fred Levy on the other. We were 
to play 100 rubbers and after playing 
69 of them in Augusta we moved the 
scene of battle to Atlanta. When the 
shift of battle lines was made we 
trailed by 4,940 points. With 31 
rubbers left to play this was not a 
tremendous lead, but still a lead that 
would have been most welcome to our 
side, 

The first session of the Atlanta bat- 
tle saw us play eight rubbers. The 
change of scene seemed not to help 
our chances as at the conclusion of 
these we trailed by 6,950 points. With 
23 more rubbers to go we still had 
some ray of re This was rudely 
blasted at the following session when, 
after 12 rubbers, Chanin and Levy 
led us by 10,500 points. With but 11 
rubbers to go and facing this kind 
of lead it looked as if nothing but a 
miracle, and that a super-miracle, 
could save us. 

The final session started off with 
the cards running to us in friendly 
fashion and we won the first five rub- 
bera to cut our Jead to 6,430 points. 
During this stretch there was noth- 
ing especially spectacular, We just 
caught big cards and made game after 
yame. Fate, destiny or whatever evil 
yod watches over card games. had re- 
served the dramatic until the final 
dash. 

Our hopes of continuing the drive 
received a rude setback when we lost 
the next two rubbers to trail by 8,540 
points. Just 8,540 ints and but 
four rubbers to go. Fate, the master 
scene shifter, stalked from the wings 
aud the greatest drama in card his- 
tory in these parts began to unfold. 

The little group of kibitzers yawn- 
ed. There was nothing to it; the 
match was over. Several looked at 
the score, saw those big juicy 8,540 
points, and said good night. As they 
paid their respects to Billy and me the 
intonation of their voices resembled 
very much the tone I have heard rel- 
atives use to those unfortunates about 
to take a seat in the big chair down 
at Milledgeville. ‘The scene certain- 
ly resembled the death chair for us. 
Those kibitzers who left will regret 
that leaving until death closes their 
eyelids to all losing finesses, With the 
departure of that little band of kibit- 
vers, leaving about four or five to 
see us in our last gasp, fate made 
its entrance. 

Billy and I won the first game, and 
then came the first of a series of 
sledge-hammer hands that swept all 
before them. A grand elam bid and 
played by Billy and the ninety-seventh 
rubber was ours with a score of 3,380 
points and the lead was cut to 5,160 
points. The ninety-eighth rubber saw 
both sides get vulnerable and then a 
grand slam bid by us and played by 
me and that rubber was ours with a 
score of 3,050 points and the lead had 
been cut to 2,110 points. Trailing by 
“110 points and but two rubbers left 
to save our skins. In quiek succession 
we won both games of the ninety-ninth 
rubber and climaxed it by bidding and 
making a small siam. The lead was 
cut to an even 600. points with one 
lone rubber left to play. 

Brother, if you don't think there 
was tension among players and 
kibitzers as we started that 100th 
rubber you had better repent of your 
opinion. Billy’ and I reached a game 
contract of four spades and were set 
one trick. Again we bid four spades 
and were set one, Then Chanin and 
Levy bid and made a game. It looked 
for a moment that fate had simply 
taunted us and was now going .to 
desert. 

The next hand I opened the bidding 
with one spade and Billy raised to 
three. For once in my hurried carcer 
at the card table I took plenty of 
time to ponder the situation whether 
to bid slem or game. I finally decided 
on the latter course and lived to regret 
my decision as there was a finesse fora 
small slam. Maybe I would have 
missed it had I bid it, so why worry 
over that? 

We were now both vulnerable and

the score stood at 320 points for 
Chanin and Levy and'210 for us. Billy 
and I were therefore in a very pe- 
culiar position. We could not afford 
to bid game and make it, for that 
would leave us a few points behind 
and the 100 rubbers over. Two courses 
were open to us. One to bid short of 
game and make a partial score lar 
enough where he could then win the 
rubber, and the. other to bid a slam. 
On the next hand Billy opened the 
bidding with one spade. Levy paased. 
I held four spades to the king, five 
diamonds to the king, the ace and one 
club and a doubleton heart. I knew 
Billy would not contract for game un- 
less he could slam the hand and while 
there might be a slam we would cer- 
tainly get a Jarge partial. I overcalled 
with two spades. I think two diamonds 
might have been a better bid. Over 
this bid Chanin called three hearts 
and Billy promptly bid six spades. His 
hand was void of hearts and seven 
was made, the match was over and 
we had won by 740 points. Maybe 
after the play of about four cards I 
was not happy when Billy laid that 
last hand down and claimed the rest 
of the tricks? As a matter of fact, 
had we been trailing by 2,200 points 
at that last rubber we could have still 
won, as a grand slam could have been 
made on the last hand. But I guess 
that small slam was dramatic enough. 
Now children go read war stories and 
accounts of atrocities in Belgium and 
Armenian massacres and get your 
mind quieted so you can go to bed. 


—— 


In discussing the match there are 
a few points that might be of ifterest. 
The two teams used different systems. 
Chanin and Levy used the Sims sys- 
tem while Billy and I employed the 
Culbertson system with a few Sims’ 
features. These latter were his three 
bid and a leeway principle which uses 
a three bid of partner's opening bid 
as an absolute force to game and a 
four jum 
a mild slam try. We used a big  no- 
trump bid at every position of the 
bidding irrespective of vulnerability. 
But one psychic was made by us dur- 
ing the match, that being made by 
Billy. ; 

We bid and made five grand slams, 


‘three vulnerable and two unvulner- 


able. If memory sérves me correct, 
our largest set was 900. The largest 
sets our opponents took were two of 
1,400 each. Both came on bids of one 
heart. They bid one grand slam and 
were set on this. 

The two features of Billy's and my 
game that I would criticize were my 
defensive leads and plays in the final 
session in Augusta and Billy’s busi- 
ness doubles. Most of these doubles 
resulted in failure to set the contract 
and in several instances the contract 
was made redoubled. 

In conclusion, I want to say in 
print what 1 have said often in pri- 
vate concerning the sportsmanship of 
our opponents. This is not an idle 
gesture made by a victor over a loser, 
but a genuine expression of my true 
feelings. As is known by those at the 
ringside, Levy and I took more or less 
the social side of the match with Billy 
and Chanin carrying the financial 
load. It has been many moons since 
I could indulge my cravings and 
longing to put the coin down in heavy 
loads. The cotton market and chick- 
= farming brought about this condi- 
ion. 

So the burden of losing was really 
on Henty Chanin. It was mighty 
hard to see a ‘lead that at one time. 
in the next to the last session, stood 
over 12,000 points, slip away and then 
fade out in‘that dramatic fashion and 
I want to say right here that I never 
saw a more graceful loser. Wish I 
could take adversity that way. 

When the last card had been play- 
ed and the score added, Henry's first 
gesture was to congratulate Billy and 
me with these words, “You both play- 
ed marvelously and I congratulate 
you.” Not a regret expressed, not a 
whimper as to that immortal run of 
cards which carried us to victory. Yes 
sir, I want to right here raise my 
glass and tell the assembled multitude 
that Henry Chanin is one ot the fin- 
est sports and most graceful losers I 
have ever met in any kind of compe- 
tition. We have our bridge differ- 
ences and at times our arguments be- 
come heated, but after all is said I 
never want to meet a more consider- 
ate and fairer sport at the card table 
than Henry Chanin. And the same 
goes for Fred Levy. I simply raise 
my giass in this instance to Henry 
because it was he that carried the fi- 
nancial burden.

“I never make a Pre-emptive bid.” 
The Bridge player who makes this 
statement is robbing himself of one 


tract. On certain types yf ogee 
such as have a predominant suit and 
are practically void of outside honor 
strength, pre-emption—that is, an at- 
tempt to shut out the enemy's com- 
munications—is the only line of de- 
fense. It is a striking illustration 
of the military saying that attack is 
the best defense. For instance, the 
other day in a Duplicate game | saw 
a number of players sitting in the 


South position pick up this hand: 
des Q 653 2 
earts 
Diamonds 
Clubs 
Certainly no holding can be less sug- 
gestive of defense than this one. 

On the other hand, it requires but 
a minimum of «support in the part- 
ners hand to assure the making of a 
fairly high contract—possibly even 
game. There is no question in the 
mind of the player picking up these 
cards as to what the final declaration 
must be if he is to play the hand. 
Spades are pre-eminent in his hold- 
ings. He can utilize any strength his 
partner may have in other suits, but 
with another declaration, and par- 
ticularly playing defensively, his cards 
are sure to be worthless. Hence, the 
fear of loss with an utter lack of de- 
fense if opponents play the hand, and 
the chance of gain: if the hand is 
played at a spade declaration, uner- 
ringly point the way to the proper

bid in partner's suit bid as! 


Opening bid—four spades. : 
A shut-out bid of this type is quite 
effective in all cases where the op- 
nents’ strength is distributed in both 
ae. Even with a werful hand 
an opponent may well hestitate to 
overcall a high Pre-emptive bid when 
lacking a powerful trump suit. In 
such cases his best defense is to over- 
call a Pre-emptive four-bid with four 
no-trump, forcing partner to bid his 
longest suit. Assume that the first 
player has opened with four spades, 
and the player to the left holds: 
Spades 
Hearts 


AQ 65 
Diamonds K Q 8 7 6 
Clubs A QJ 10 
The old fogies among the Bridge play- 
ers and those who prefer to depend 
on guess rather than reasaqn will dou- 
ble, having in their possession no 
better weapon and hoping against hope 
that partner may be strong enough 
to bid, but feeling that whether he 
does or not, a penalty should follow 
from his massed strength in the other 
suits. Actually, the Opening bid re- 
futes the latter hope. West’s hand 
is also of the attacking type and is 
admirably fitted to that defense, 
against pre-emptive bids which is now 
a part of the Culbertson System— 
namely, the No-trump Overcall of 
Opening bids of four and five. If 
Vest doubles and East passes, the 
hand will probably be made, for North 
can have many holdings which will 
permit South to make his contract. 
In any event, the prospect of a pay- 
ing penalty is remote. 
The actual hard was: 
South, Dealer. 
East and West vulnerable. 


Where South bid four spades and 
West doubled, the hand was made. 
West opened the diamond King, which 
was won with Dummy’s Ace. A trump 
was then led, and when the Knave 
was played, the Queen was finessed, 
the Declarer rightly reading West’s 
Double as showing a void in spades. 
Thereafter the only losing cards were 
two heart tricks and the King of 
clubs, 

Consider now the situation which 
resulted where the four no-trump Over- 
call was used. North rightly passed 
and East bid five clubs. South had 
miade a Pre-emptivé overbid and his 
opponents had found the chink in his 
armor. He therefore passed. West 
passed, but now North came to the 
rescue with a bid of five spades. Kast 


passed, as did South, and West now |: 


doubled, feeling that after all it was 
better to accept what he felt was a 
sure poet: even though slight, than 
to bid for a Slam which was far from 
certain. As the cards lie, Bast and 
West can make five clubs or five dia- 
monds. North and South-have reach- 
ed the limit of their trick-taking Row- 
ers at four. 

In the first instance South gained 
a rich reward by his bold attack 
when practically without defense, In 
the second instance, where West used 
modern methods to combat Pre-emptive 
bids, he, instead of South, made the 
plus score. Bridge, like other games, 

ays the richest rewards to those who 
eep up-to-date. As we have learned 
through bitter experience, the busi- 
ness world has no place for old fogies. 
In Bridge, too, those who use modern 
methods and make every bid an effec- 
tive attacking or defensive weapon are 
the ones who make the highest scores.

“Senator Bankhead, of Alabama, 
had a hobby horse—reducing next 
year’s crop. He wanted to raise the 
price of cotton but could listen to no 
plan that did not incorporate his idea 
of crop reduction next year and in

One of the charms of being alive 
is that of always being able te learn 
something new and intensély interest- 
ing.

Famous 22d Infantry Regiment 
Celebrates 67th Birthday Today 


By IDA FRANCES WING. 
The famous Twenty-second infantry 


|regiment of the United States army 
‘is celebrating its sixty-seventh birth- | 


day today. 
At Fort McPherson, where the regi- 


ment has been stationed since June, | 


1922. officers and men under the com- 
mand of the able Colonel Thomas Sam- 
uel Moorman are observing the -an- 
niversary of the day in 1866 when 
the congress took the second bat- 
talion of the Thirteenth infantry and 
created the Twenty-second. — 

At 10 o'clock this morning Colonel 
Moorman will address the regiment 
assembled on the parade ground. Ma- 
jor* General Edward. L. King, com- 
manding the fourth corps army area, 
will speak and honor guests will in- 
elude former commanding officers of 
the regiment. Captain Frank M. Child, 
regimental adjutant, will present ex- 
tracts from the history of the regi- 
ment. A musical program will be ren- 
dered by the regimental band. At ‘noon 
special organization day dinners will 
be served in the mess halls. In the 
eveniug a dance will be given at the 
Army Service Club for the enlisted 
men. 

The regimental colors, flanked by a 
guard of ‘honor, will be displayed at 
the morning ceremony. Numerous 
battle streamers adorn the colors, at- 
testing to the bravery of members of 
the old outfit. Heroic deeds of now 
absent files of the Twenty-second are 
brought to mind by faded bits of silk 
into the embroidery of which are in- 
terwoven gallant deeds of “battles of 
long ago.” Service in the Dakotas in 
1869 and 1872 are depicted by a red 
streamer lettered in gold. 
achieved at Little Big Horn, at Pine 
Ridge, at Santiago, Manila and Min- 
danananao Polo are described by 
faded bits of silk. 

In the terse phraseology of morn- 
ing reports prepared by adjutants 
down the years, the colorful names of 
Buffalo Bill, Sitting Bull and Crazy 
Horse appear in the records. Yellowed 
manuscripts tell of gallant fighting 
in the Big Horn mountains; of the 
decoration of Corporal Julius Schon 
with the medal of honor for carrying 
dispatches. The name of Lame Deer 
gives the reports a hint of the drama 
that invelved the famous regiment in 
the spring of 1877. A renegade band 
of Indians headed by this dauntless 
warrior met companies E, T and H of 
the Twenty-seeond and a detachment 
of the Second cavalry and were de- 
feated by the combined army units. 
Four hundred and fifty Indian ponies 
were captured and every doughboy 
came riding back to camp. 

For nearly half a century the regi- 
ment was stationed in the west and 
there éxperienced the dangers and 
rough life of the frontier. Outposts 
wére established, wagon trains were 
escorted through the dangerous coun- 
try, and uprisings were quelled. Ma- 
terial assistance was rendered by the 
regiment in the Pine Ridge and Rose- 
bud agency disturbances. Utes, 


»| Apaches and Najavos contributed their 


share to the work of the regiment. 
Later. as a part of the fifth army 
corps, the regiment boarded the Ori- 
zaba, sailed to Cuba and contributed 
gallant service in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. Arriving at the port, the 
regiment was put ashore in small 
boats after great difficulty. The regi- 
mental flag of the Twenty-second was 
the first to be unfurled on Cuban soil. 
The regiment lost nearly 11 per 
cent of its effective strength in the 
preliminary battle and siege of San- 
tiago. The gallant Colonel Wikoff lost 
his life fighting in frent of the be- 
sieged city. Spanish losses were heavy 
and the objective of the Americans 
was accomplished. The regiment was 
commended for bravery under fire by 


Brigadier General Ludlow and a copy} 


of his communication adorns the files 
of the Twenty-second. From General 
Shafter came added congratulations. 

Service in the Philippines came 
later. The regiment took a ptominent 
part in three main expeditions. The 
first being the Pasig. under the com- 
mand of General Lloyd Wheaton. The 
men suffered from continual rains and 
repeated attacks of the enemy, but ifs 
objective was accomplished. General 
McArthur, one of the nation’s most 
distinguished officers, commanded the 
second expedition against the Malolos. 
Long, hard marches and many skir-

AUBURN, Ala. Sept. 20.—Fair Auburn, the loveliest village of the 

plain, is mourning for the sound of a boot that is gone. 

This is the boot worn by Jimmy Hitchcock, the all-southern half- 

- back of 1932. When his football boot met the foot- 

ball it made an exquisite sort of sound. It sounded 

like 60 yards. And when the going was tough and 

Chetter Wynne, the head coach, heard that exquisite 

sound, he used to relax and go “Ahhhhhhh,” just 
like the throat specialists ask you to do. 

This season he is afraid that he is going to 
tighten tp and shriek in agony of spirit. Because all 
Auburn seems to need to be back in the champion- 
ship fight again, in the very thick of it, is 2 60-yard 
* kicker. Auburn has the seniors, the experience and 
aa the capable players. :

“We will be weak at kicking,” said Chet Wynne. “There is no use 
denying or trying to dodge that fact. We will be back on our own goal 
Loge lot this year because we haven’t got a kicker who can get us out 
of there.” ! 


WYNNE’S KICKING PROSPECTS. 
Wynne isn’t entirely without a kicker. There i$ a young sopho- 
more named Bobby Blake who can kick. But he lacks weight, experi- 
ence and skill at other tasks. He may be ready in 1934. And Wynne 
Aas the courageous Firpo Phipps, Allen Rogers and Casey Kimbrell, who 
‘also kick. Kimbrell may develop. He lacks consistency thus far. 

A team without a good kicker ‘is often in trouble. It simply 
means that the opposition, if it happens to include one in its 
lineup, can kick the ball back around your own goal line and 
just about keep one there. 

A coach without a kicker must give a great deal of attention to his 
offense from his own one-yard line. 

Hence the lugubrious sound from the loveliest village—the 
coaching staff mourning for the sound of a boot that is gone. 

This is Auburn’s only obvious weakness. There is another threat. 
Firpo Phipps, who was as great a football player as Hitchcock, kicking 
excepted, is playing under what may be a severe handicap. Or again 
it may not. No one knows but Phipps. I have an idea it will not be 
such a handicap. 

He was in an automobile accident during the winter and it 
was necessary to remove a portion of the cheek bone just be- 
low the eye. It is mecessary for him to play with a metal or 
rubber protecting surface about it. Phipps wants to play. And 
that, I think, is the answer. His will to go on will overcome 
the tendency to shy from the injury. 

Another automobile accident robbed Auburn of Jack Kemp, an ex- 
cellent reserve end, and of Haygood Patterson, a reserve tackle of abil- 
ity. Kemp is out for three or four games, possibly all season. Patter- 
son is definitely out for the fall. 

And Gump, Ariail, all-Southern end, took an airplane ride 
last week. The next passenger after Ariail spun down with the 
plane. This brought forth a lecture on the evils of the ma- 
chine age from Wilbur Hutsell, assistant coach. “I’ve been 
against the machine age all along,” he said. 

The Auburn boys seem to be having bad luck. Nothing else. They 
haven't been at fault in a single one of the accidents, but this, of course, 
does not cure the injuries. 


AUBURN’S SCHEDULE. 

Auburn’s schedule is one which will permit the team to reach its 
full strength before any conference contest is to be played. Birming- 
ham-Southern and Howard, while they possess excellent S. Il. A. A. teams, 
will hardly be able to defeat Auburn with its senior team. 

Auburn opens on Friday of this week in Montgomery’s 
Crampton Bowl with Birmingham-Southern as opponents. Howard 
follows at Birmingham. The next week is left open. This is 
the week before the Georgia Tech game in Atlanta. And Au- 
burn decided not to risk chances of injury. ‘This means the 
Tiger will meet its first conference test on October 14, no 
sooner. 

Tech is followed by George Washingten, Tulane and Duke. Which 
is a rather rugged assignment. Should the Tiger win from Tech and 
then get by the remaining three in that series, then the Tiger would 
‘have an excellent chance to go on undefeated. 

Not that they do not meet rugged foes thereafter. But they 
will be no more rugged than those already passed. Oglethorpe, 
Georgia, Florida and South Carolina complete the schedule. 

The Georgia game is to be played at Columbus, that pleasant and 
delightful city. This is an annual custom. Anda good one. Georgia 
wants this year’s game badly, having lost the last two seasons. 

And the South Carolina game is one which Auburn wants. 
was undefeated until tied by the Gamecocks last fall. 


VETERAN CENTER IS MISSING. 

Auburn has, as aforesaid, a senioreteam to meet this schedule. Lee 
Johnson, the veteran center, is gone. But Will Chrietzberg, 190 pounds 
of Senior material, has been his sub and is a capable man. He is backed 
by Barney Musgrove, a junior. ; 

The guards are all veterans, four of them. Boots Chambless 
and Mike Welch are backed by Commodore Wood and a ‘young 
Gadsden boy termed Mussolini Levi. The guards are not as fast 
as desired but seemed fast enough. The Notre Dame style of 
attack demands speed of the guards, especially the left guard. 
And this is some slight worry. 

At tackle Auburn is well fortified. Bat McCollum, 190 pounds, and 
Tiny Holmes, 235 pounds of conditioned brawn, make up a tackle pair 
which any coach in the conference would be delighted to possess. Bing 
Miller, Ralph Tolve and Welch Hucaby, the latter two sophomores, are 
the reserves. Haygood Patterson is the reserve lost by injuries. 

Gump Ariail, one of the best ends in the south for two years, 
is back again. And with him is Bennie Fenton. Fenton went 
into the Tulane game last fall when Grant was hurt on the first 
play, and played a game beyond all expectations from there until 
the season’s end. 

Kemp, the injured end, will return later. Meanwhile Aubrey Hill, 
Harry Scruggs and Sam Mason are doing most of the work as reserves. 


RIPPER WILLIAMS AT QUARTER. : 

Ripper Williams, probably the best quarterback in Dixie, returns 
for his final year and is ably seconded by Thomas Head. No comment 
4s needed on this department. 

Dennis “Bunky” O’Rourke, a sophomore halfback, is the 
problem back. If he comes through as expected he will “make’”’ 
the backfield. And what a name! “I did not import him from 
Ireland,”” said Chet Wynne. “He is a Bessemer boy.” 

What a grand football name. If Dennis O’Rourke comes through 
he will be a great gate attraction. 

Firpo Phipps, Allen Rogers and Casey Kimbrell are the veteran half- 
backs. Auburn will not lack for ball carriers. 

At fullback is the fleet Sterling DuPree, of Sylvester, Ga. 
He weighs but 165 pounds, but he can run. He will work with 
the faster backfield set with Truck Talley used for the power 
purpose. Both are good fullbacks.

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70,000,000 Gallons of Hard Liquor 
ToBeAvailableinU.S. After Repeal 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—(4)—More| 


than 70.000,000 gallons of hard liquor 
will be available in the United States 
when and if repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment is effected this year, an 
authoritative source disclosed today. 

An official of one of the country’s 
largest distilleries said that more than 
15,000,000 gallons of whisky, rum and 
brandy, some of it dating back to 
1912, is in warehouses, and that it 
could satisfactorily be blended as high 
as four or five to one. 

In addition there probably would 
be available a quantity of freshl 
made liquor a short time after repeal, 
it was stated. The official said it 
was unlikely that any recognized dis- 
tillery would place a “too green” prod- 
uct on sale, preferring to permit it 
to age. 

Many distilleries, he declared, would 


place large amounts of their newly- 
made stock in government warehouses 
for four years, after which it could 
be stamped with a government bond. 

If the prohibition amendment is re- 
pealed approximately 30 distilleries in 
New York, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
Maryiand, Illinois and Massachusetts 
will be ready to operate. 

The official said that 1934 plans 
call for the ss out of 150,000,000 
gallons, considerably more than the 
anticipated consumption. Before pro- 
hibition the highest consumption year 
was 1911, when 112,000,000 gallons 
were used. 

“In spite of that anticipated large 
output,” he said, “I do not think the 
annual consumption will average more 
than between 75,000,000 and 100,000,- 

llons, probably closer to the 
first figure.” ~ 


STATE MILK PALT 
S NOT APPROVED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20—>)— 
Absence of signatures of chain.store 
dealers to the Georgia milk market- 
ing agreement, which legal advisers 
said were needed, today defeated plans 
of Georgia producers and distributors 
having their pact approved and made 
effective immediately. 

The group from the southern state, 


who came to present a signed agree- 
ment to farm adjustment officials, 
balked at the new policy of a 30-day 
trial period on pacts after an all-day 
session with milk specialists and were 
promised an effort on the part of 
federal officials to adjust the act ac- 
cording to the demands of those it will 
affect. * 

The specialists, after stressing that 
the agreement must stand the test of 
court, agreed to submit to A. A. A. 
chiefs, a plan that only signers of the 
pact be licensed for a 30-day trial 
period and that a maximum price on 
No. 1 milk .be 13 cents a quart to 
the consumer with allowance for those 
distributors now selling special milk 
at a higher price.

C. of C. Head Says John- 
son Agrees Employment. 
Can’t Be Restricted. — 


CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—(/)—Henry 
I, Harriman, president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States, 
said today it was his understanding 
that General Hugh 8. Johnson, admin- 
istrator of the NRA, considers thé 
closed shop prohibited by the national 
recovery act. Mr. Harriman spoke be- 


fore the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce. 
The question has often been asked, 


rhe said, whether it is proper under the 


labor clause of the recovery act to 
enter into a contract to employ ex- 
clusively members of a particular la- 
bor organization, in which connection 
he quoted General Johnson as fol- 
lows: 

“If an employer should make a con- 
tract with a particular organization 
to employ only members of that or- 
ganization, especially if that organiza- 
tion did not have 100 per cent mem- 
bership among his employes, that» 
would in effect be a contract to in- 
terfere with his workers’ freedom of 
choice of their representatives or with 
their right to bargain individually and 
would amount to employer coercion 
in this matter, which is contrary to 


law.” 
Prohibited. 

“If,” said Mr. Harriman, “I read 
this language correctly it means that 
General Johnson considers the closed 
shop prohibited by the recovery act.” 
The recovery act, he said, ‘permits 
but does not require collective bar- 
gaining between employers and em- 
ployes. 

“Under the law,” he asserted, “‘em- 
ployes may choose, first, whether they 
will bargain individually with their 
employers; second whether they will 
bargain collectively with their em- 
provers, or, third#whether some will 
argain individually and some collec- 
tively. If they choose to bargain col- 
lectively, then the collective organiza- 
tion may be affiliated or non-affiliat- 
ed with other labor organizations. 
Under the law also employers must 
recognize the above rights of em- 
ployes, but individual merit may be 
recognized and rewarded, always with 
the understanding that the recognition 
of merit is not. used as a cloak to 
prevent labor from organiziag or to 
interfere with free and fair collective 
bargaining. 

Coercion Forbidden. 
 “T am frequently asked whether it 
1g permissible for employers to dis- 
cuss with their wg ag the desira- 
bility of joining a labor organization 
and the relative advantages or disad- 
vantages of a local or a federated 
trade organization. There is nothin 
in the law which prohibits full ol 
free discussion on such matters be- 
tween an employer and his employes, 
unless such discussion results in in- 
terference, restraint or coercion of 
employes in their final decision as to 
individual or collective bargaining and 
the organization through which they 
will bargain. . .. 

“I am also, frequently asked what 
would happen in case a part of the 
employes of a given company join a 
labor union and desire to bargain col- 
lectively while the balance of the em- 
ployes prefer to bargain individually, 
or what would happen in case part 
of the employes join one union, part 
another union, and part remain aloof 
from any organization. | 

“The law specifically authorizes 
collective bargaining when desired and 
in the above cited ¢ases the spirit of 
the law would seem to be fully met 
if an employer would ask the select- 
ed representative of the trade union 
or unions to meet with him in the 
presence of one or more members of 
the group who did not care for collec- 


tive bargaining. 

Must ‘Seek Agreement. 

‘If an agreement satisfactory to the 
employer and to the various groups of 
his employes can be reached, well and 
good. If they cannot, then the em- 
ployer must decide with which group, 
all things being considered, it is most 
desirable for him to deal. If the re- 
om ge groups wish to play ball, all 
right. If they do not, then obviously 
the employer must proceed with those 
of his employes with whom he has 
come to an agreement. The right of 
collective bargajning does not mean 
that an agreement will be reached 
with all or with any group. It simply 
means that a sincere and honest ef- 
fort must be made to try and come 
to an agreement.”

Europe’s Situation Desperate, 


Dr. Gresham Says in Talk Here 


“The only way out is up,” asserted 
Dr. Richard C. Gresham, pastor. of 
the First Baptist church of: Moultrie, 


in closing his address at Druid Hills 
Baptist church Wednesday night on 
“Impressions Gained in: Kurope.” 

Dr. Gresham is just back from 
four months’ travel in England and 
southern Europe, traveling with Mrs. 
Alonzo Richardson, of Atlanta, and 
other friends.. .One of the principal 
purposes in making the journey was 
to attend the now world-famous Kes- 
wick conference, held each summer in 
England. 

“While we have our burdens .which 
I would not seek to minimize, one 
cannot go through Europe today with- 
out a feeling almost of despair. If 
one is to believe half he hears and 
sees, the nations are distrustful of 
one another today as perhaps never 
before in the history of -civilization. 


“Mussolini is a tremendous leader. 
He has marshaled a nation for ac- 
tion. What that action will be, few 
will dare to prophesy; but Italy is 
ready, to move at the snap of a finger. 
I was not only impressed by the mar- 
velous leadership of Il Duce in Italy, 
but also the marked aggressiveness of 
the Roman Catholic church in that 
land and throughout all Europe. 

“Germany presents an alarming 
picture to the visitor. For example, I 
had been invited to preach in the 
First Baptist church of Berlin by 
previous correspondence, but when I 
arrived in Berlin I was told that I 


not only could not preach, but their 


own minister could not preach, and 
that the only public utterances in the 
evangelical churches were certain pro- 
nouncements handed. down by the 
Hitler government representatives. I 
discovered that the young Germans 
are apparently enthusiastic about Hit- 
ler and that older Germans are mere- 
ly conforming to this mass movement. 

“England is still bowed beneath 


the burdens of the World War, as is 
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| ber. of St. Antheny’s church. 


orld. I seemed to sense a quiet note 
of seriousness in England that I no- 
where else found in Kurope. They un- 
derstand what it means as ne. other 
nation I visited. 

“T° am fully convinced that not 
only in our own land, but for the en- 
tire world, there is but one way out 
of our present debacle, and that is 
the upward way—the path of faith 
which leads us into the will of God.” 

A representative audience listened 
intently to the address of Dr. Gresh- 
am, which was marked throughout 
by literary flayor and a_ refreshing 
sense of humor. Dr. Gresham was 
introduced @y Dr, Louie D. Newton, 
who took occasion to remind the dis- 
tinguished visitor of their under- 
graduate days at Mercer University, 
when Dr. Gresham was manager of 
the football team and was constantly 
chiding Dr. Newton about the loud 
jerseys and sweaters he would insist 
on wearing.

Four Companies Tell 
Board They Could Not 
Stand Rate Cut. 


Four additional telephone com- 
panies in Georgia told the Georgia 
public service Gommission Wednesday 


they could not stand for reductions 
in their rates, as the commission. con- 
tinued its exhaustive inquiry. into op- 
erations of the companies throughout 
the state. ; 

The four heard from Wednesday 
were the Hawkinsville, Reynolds, 
Walker County and Cairo Telephone 
Companies, and another group was 
ordered to appear before the commis- 
sion today: the Commerce, Daniels- 
ville and Comer, Hart County, Vien- 
na, and Leslie-DeSoto Telephone com- 
panies, 

W. A. Jennings, manager, and 
John M. Cook, for the Hawkinsville 
company, said it was not earning op- 
erating expenses, let alone any divi- 
dends_or interest on investment. It 
gets a net rate of $3 for business and 
$2.50 for residence phones. 


Mrs. Bessie Bond, of the Reynolds 
company, which also operates at Cul- 
loden, Roberta and Butler, said net 
earnings for the four companies last 
year totaled $347. She said she help- 
ed to develop the property over a 
period of years, buying one of the 
exchanges after she had heard its 
owner wanted to sell. She said she 
talked with the owner several times, 
but could never make a trade until 
one timé she found him with a sore 
throat, and “I just out-talked him.” 
Mrs. Bond added, however, that her 
telephone properties. had not earned 
as much as she had expected. 

J. W. Southall, of the Cairo com- 


pany, said he had a 35 per cent loss)’ 


in subscribers during recent years, 
and believed a rate cut would not 
help his revenues, but, on the other 
hand, might throw him into bank- 
ruptcy. He said those who had dis- 
continued service were “just not able 
to ee, for it at all.” 

. C. Burney, of the Walker Coun- 
ty Telephone Company, said his com- 
pany, organized about 25 years ago, 
had never paid a dividend. 


2 ARE IDENTIFIED 
IN KIDNAP PROBE 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—(4)—Two 
of a gang of seven persons rounded 
up in a series of raids in the metro- 
politan area were reported tonight to 


have been identified by John J, 
O’Connell Jr. as among the men who 
kidnaped him from in front of his 
Albany home. 

The five men and two women were 
booked at police headquarters on 
charges ranging from homicide to rob- 
bery. One was said to haye admitted 
the O’Connell kidnaping, but police 
did not verify the report. 

The gang also was questioned about 
the kidnaping and slaying of the in- 
fant son of Colonel and Mrs. Charles 
A. Lindbergh. Assistant Chief In- 
spector John J. Sullivan, however, 
refused to disclose the nature of the 
examination. 

O’Connell, nephew of the political- 
ly powerful O’Connell brothers of Al- 
bany, visited police headquarters 
after a hurried trip from Albany with 
District Attorney J. J. Delaney, of 
that city. 

The youthful national guard offi- 
cer, for whose safe return $40,000 
ransom was paid, jJeft headquarters 
shortly after he was said to hare 
made the identification. 

Two pairs of handcuffs, rusted and 
nicked, furnished an important link 
in the police investigation, Captain 
Richard Oliver said O’Connell had 
partially identified the handcuffs, 
found among the prisoners’ effects, as 
having been used on him. 

Inspector Sullivan said Leonard 
Scarnici, one -of the five men held, 
had admitted participating in the 
holdup of a bank in Rensselaer, N. 
Y., during which two policemen were 
shot, one fatally. 

Sullivan said Scarnici talked free- 
ly and indieated he had knowledge of 
two bank robberies. two slayings and 
a plot to kidnap a New York criminal 
lawyer.
